The proposal to hmit the lottery 
to five issues of tickets has been 
abundonea, “There will be just as 
many issues as “the public wants,” 
anid the se-retary-General. 

The Irvenen lottery is the biggest 
wn the history of the world, It has 
oeen Inunched as a desperate expe- 
dient to help balance the Budget, 
cure distress in agriculture and 
benefit cortain classes of ex-Service 
men. 

English people who favour tbe 
legalisation of lotterics in Britain 
will find, m the French lottery; am- 
ple justification of thelr claim. 

Like the Irmh weepstake, the 
Frenen tottery will lure English in- 
vestors. Doubdtless the patriotic 
scruples which have held back many 
thousands of Enghehmen from con- 
tributing to the irish Free State 
Exchequer will also prevent them 
from buying tickets in the French 
venture. They do not reliah the 
knowledge that 40 francs of each 
100 spent on a ticket is swallowed 
by the French Exchequer. 
Nevertheless, tickets for the first 
series of the luttery are now on sale 
in France and there is nothing to 
prevent an Enghshman from buying 
them ‘here, ot ceceiving them 
through the post from private 
French purchasers. 


100 Year Ban Lifted 


The situation has its amusing 
side. Lotteries have been prohibit- 
ed in France for close on 100 years, 
and a special measure had to be 
jpassed by the French Purliament 
this summer to enable the present 
lottery to uke place. 
| The urgamsution of the lottery is 
simpheity itself. M. Georges Bon- 
net, the French Finance Mimeter, 
took the initiative in, deciding that 
a State lottery must be held to sup- 
ply the failing Treasury with funds. 
After the principle had been 
adopted by the French Cabinct, and 
a special Act rushed through Par- 
hament: to legahse it, a commission, 
led by a Counsellor of State named 
M. Mouthon, investigated the form 
the lottery should take. The com- 
mission passed under review every 
kind of sweepstake known to the 
world—the Irwh and Calcutta 
systems, the Italian and Spanish 
systems. ‘ 
Finally, what 1s known as the 
“simple” system was adopted as the 
method likely to-yleld the maximum 
funds with the minimum expense.
